NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 20th January 1962 

S.O. 245.—In exercise of the powers conferred by sections 3 and 4A of the 
Imports and Exports (Control) Act, 1947 (18 of 1947), as in force in India and 
as applied to the State of Pondicherry, the Central Government prohibits the 
taking out of India of goods from whatever place arriving, which are destined 
for any place in the Tibet Region of China. 

Provided that the foregoing prohibition shall not apply to the following 
Items:— 

1. All varieties of grains (but not rice or wheat or maize or gram or 

barley). 

2. Candles. 

3. Sutli Rope. 

4. Tibetan caps and felt hats. 

6. Common utensils for kitchen (not of stainless steel or silver). 

6. Leather shoes (including leather shoes with rubber soles or heels). 

7. Sewing machines. 

8. Plastic goods of household use (including Tooth Brush, Comb etc.) and 

Toys. 

9 Cloth (except Khaki, white and blue Drill and garments made thereof, 
olive green and woollen textiles and ready-made woollen garments 
and Milton cloth but including Art Silk, georgettes and ready-made 
garments of permissible textiles). 

10. Wines and Spirits. 

11. Miari (block sugar i.e. Kujja) and Our. 

12. Stationery (ink, paper, pencil etc.). 

13. Chillies. 

14. Tobacco (both unmanufactured and manufactured).
